Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 254 and 37 C.F.R. § 1 .322, this is a request for the 
issuance of a Certificate of Correction in the above-identified patent. Two (2) copies of 
PTO Form 1050 are appended. 

The mistakes identified in the appended Form occurred through the fault of the 
Office, as clearly disclosed by the records of the application which matured into this 
patent. 

Specifically, with respect to the disclaimed term, the PTO erred in reciting a date 
certain, rather than the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 5,651 ,971 . As can be seen from 
the terminal disclaimer filed on April 1 1 , 1997, Applicants disclaimed "the terminal part of 
any patent granted on U.S. Application No. 08/456,694 which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of any patent granted on U.S. Patent Application No. 08/408,717 
A statement such as this should have appeared on the face of the file, rather than the 
current statement which is keyed to a specific date.

In addition, the PTO incorrectly calculated the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 
5,651 ,971 . Because it issued from an application filed before June 8, 1995, it is entitled to 
a term that is the longer of 20 years from first filing or 17 years from the date of issue. The 
PTO's error arose from the use of the actual filing date of the patent, which is March 22, 
1995, rather than the earliest effective filing date, which is September 22, 1993, in the 
calculation. The PTO then calculated the expiration date of March 22, 2012, by adding 17 
years to the actual filing date of March 22, 1995. This, too, was incorrect. The longer term 
would have been 17 years from the date of issue, so that is the term the PTO should have 
used. According to the provisions of 35 U.S.C. § 154(c)(1), U.S. Patent No. 5,651,971 
expires on July 29, 2014. 

Issuance of the Certificate of Correction containing the corrections is earnestly 
requested.
